Be ON Your Guard! 


Federal authorities have warned local law en- 
forcement officials across the country about a height- 
ened concern involving possible terror attacks target- 
ing the July 4th holiday, a U.S. law enforcement offi- 
cial said. 

While there was no specific or credible threat of 
attack, the official said the intelligence bulletin pre- 
pared by the Department of Homeland Security and 
the FBI alerted local colleagues to the ongoing threats 
posed by the Islamic State and other homegrown ex- 
tremists. The official was not authorized to comment 
publicly. 

The bulletins are frequently issued in advance of 
major U.S. holidays out of an abundance of caution 
and concern that operatives may exploit the timing to 
generate greater attention. 

The warning comes as federal investigators have 
worked to disrupt a number of Islamic State-inspired 
plots, including a planned assault earlier this month 
on police officers in Boston. In that case, authorities 
fatally shot Usaamah Rahim as he allegedly planned 
to attack police with military-style knives. 

Also this month, a New York suspect in a Is- 
lamic State-related terror investigation was arrested 
after attacking an FBI agent with a kitchen knife dur- 
ing a search of his home. 

Fareed Mumuni, 21, was charged with at- 
tempted murder, after he emerged as a suspect in 
alleged plots to use pressure-cooker explosives and 
knives to attack police. 

In a statement Friday following attacks in Tuni- 
sia, France and Kuwait, DHS Secretary Jeh Johnson 
said local law enforcement was being encouraged to 
be "vigilant and prepared" in preparation for July 4th 
celebrations. 

"We will also adjust security measures, seen and 
unseen, as necessary to protect the American people," 
Johnson said. "We continue to encourage all Ameri- 
cans to attend public events and celebrate this country 
during this summer season, but always remain vigi- 
lant." 

The secretary also referred to last week's the 
deadly Charleston church shooting, saying that such 
"acts of mass violence will never divert, discourage or 
frighten us." 

"The alleged killer sought to divide us," Johnson 
said. "Instead, his actions appear to have had the op- 
posite effect in South Carolina, where people of dif- 
ferent races have come together to denounce the trag- 
edy and mourn those killed."

Lafayette Parish’s emergency com- 
mand, which oversees the local 911 sys- 
tem and emergency and homeland secu- 
rity operations, will undergo a leader- 
ship change for the first time in three 
decades after its director retires in 
March. 

Vincent, who’s served as director 
since the parish 911 system was created 
in 1979, will retire March 1, said Lafay- 
ette Fire Chief Robert Benoit, chairman 


of the Lafayette Parish Communication District Commission. 
Stansbury, who’s leaving the Sheriff's Office after 31 years of service, will begin shad- 


owing Vincent on Monday, Benoit said. 


Stansbury was hired in December after Vincent announced his retirement last summer, 


Benoit said. 


Effective Saturday, Metro Narcotics Commander Capt. John Babin will replace Stans- 
bury in the role that oversees evidence, civil service processes and public information, the 
Sheriff's Office announced in a Friday news release. Babin also will assist the chief crimi- 
nal deputy with executive-level oversight of the enforcement division. 

The Sheriff's Office has not confirmed who will replace Babin to oversee the metro 


narcotics division. 


Stansbury had worked as enforcement division director since 2000, except for a three- 


year stint as patrol commander from 2011-13. 


Babin, who’s approaching his 31st year with the Sheriff's Office, was commander of 


metro narcotics for 12 years. 


The Lafayette Parish Communication District includes representatives from local po- 
lice, governmental and emergency medical agencies. It oversees 911 operations and the La- 
fayette City-Parish Office of Homeland Security and Emergency Preparedness, and it mobi- 
lizes in emergency situations such as floods, ice storms and hurricanes.

FCC Eliminating Vanity Call Sign Fee 


The FCC is dropping the regulatory fee to apply for an Amateur Radio vanity call sign. The change will not 
go into effect, however, until required congressional notice has been given. This will take at least 90 days. As 
C the Commission explained in a Notice of Proposed Rulemaking, Report and Order, and Order (MD Docket 14- 
92 and others: hAttp:/Aransition.fcc.gov/Daily_Releases/Daily_Business/2015/db0521/FCC-15-59A 1.pdf), re- 
leased May 21, it's a matter of simple economics.
